} 34 This Parliament alſo refufing to comply with theKing,Canterbnyy and Strd= 
ford, in this Epiſcopal war againſt theScots,was ſoon difſolved & broken up by them 
and thereupon they returned to their former wayes of waſte arid confulion, and the 
yery.next day after the difolution thereof ſome eminent members of both Houſes, 
- had their Chambers, and Studics, yea, their Cabinets and very pockets of their 
wearing cloathes (-betimes.in the morning before they wereout of their beds.) 
ſearched for letters and writings,and ſome of them alſo impriſoned, and a falſe and 
moſt ſcandalous declaration was-publiſhed againſt the Houſe of Commons inthe

quenr'y put. in pom than formerly , to the undermining and danger of the ruine

And finding alſo that they have been , and having juſt cauſe to ſuſpe& that there
